London, Yesterday. 


A critical debate in the House of 
Commons on unemployment . was 
Initated by Mr. Lloyd George, who 
pointed out that the number of un- 
employed had risen from 1,100,000 
to 1,539,000 since the Government 
came into office. He urged that road 
making and other steps be ‘taken to 
cope with what he described as a 
temporary emergency. 


Mr. J..H. Thomas, minister in 
Charge of Unemployment, declared 
that the Government was by no 
means responsible for the present 
abnormal situation, and pointed out 
that it was the world reaction to 
trade. There were 3,000,000 un- 
employed jin Germany, ‘whilst the 
unemployment figure in the United 
States was given as from 3,000,000 
to 6,000,000, The real cause of 
the present situation was the slump 
in raw materials, such .as cotton, 
wook and silver, Unemployment 

. In Lancashire was largely increased 
owing to the fall of cotton during 
the past six months, preventing 
manufacturers from giving orders. 
The drop in silver had also affected 
Lancashire, because cotton was 
bought and manufactured on a gold 
basis, but sold on a silver standard.

A series of questiona wero put to

WORLD'S TIN OUTPUT

MAJORITY OF PRODUCERS 
-_ ‘FAVOUR CURTAILMENT 


DUTCH INDIES’ ACTION 


London, Yosterday. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Tin Producers’ Association an- 
nounce that they have completed 
a preliminary survey of produc- 
tion in all fields for the current 
year, Those already regulating 
or who have undertaken to re- 
gulate the output now include the 
great majority of producers to 
Malaya, Bolivia, Nigeria, Burma, 
Siam, South and East Africa, 
Cornwall and Australia. ‘ 

Producers of the Dutch East 
Indies have declared themselves 
wholly in accord with the policy 
of regulation, and the output of 
Banka Tin Mines for the coming 
year will be limited to 8 maximum 
of 22,000 tons and the output of 
the Billiton Company to the Com- 
pany’s average production preced-. 
ing three years, representing a 
definite reductlon compared with 
1929. | The output of Banka and 
Billiton Companies comprises over 
95 per cent. of the total produc- 
tion of the Dutch East Indies.

duction is now computed at 24,096 
tons. It is, considered that an 
agyregate curtailment of 30,000 
tons yearly should not be unob- 
tainable, in view of the results 
already achieved —Reuter.

.*’ A. Wing Pit Ting | 


During Mr. Tam Woon-tong’s 
term of office in 1926, the directors 
applicd to the Government for a 
plece of land on Pokfulum Road for 
the erection of another resting hall 
for the use of mourners who have to 


'naas that route, to the cemetery. 


The directors of that year raised a 
fund for this purpose, but as the 
required land was not then available, 
the amount thus ralsed was placed 
into the general fund of the Hos- 
pital for that year, In 1928, during 
Mr, Tang Shiu-kin’s term, a plece 
of land was allotted for this purpose 
by the Government, and the direc- 
tors raised the aum of $18,000 for 
the erection, of the resting place 


‘which ia known ag the Wing Pit 


Ting. It has one hall set aside for 
the poor free of charges. 

The Wing Pit Ting was formally 
opened to the use of the public on 
December 30, 1929, 


12, Insurance 


We discovered that the Hospital 
premises had never been covered by 
fire insurance since the opening of 
the Hospital. After consulting the: 
permanent advisers tind ex-direc- 
tors we effected insurance with 
various Chinese Ingurance Com- 
panies to. the total amount of $300,- 
000. 


13. Water Shortage 


The Hospital has traditionally 
been looked upon by the “Kai Fong” 
as one of their chief means of giving 
utterance to their views and desires 
in matters affecting the Chinese 
community as a whole, It was 
therefore not surprising that by tho 
middle of May the Hospital became 
the ‘recipient of communications 
and complaints regarding the system 
then in vogue of supplying water to 
the rider main districts. The com- 
plaints became-so numerous that my 
colleagues and I felt that the situa- 
tion was becoming so intense that It 
would be well to call a public medt- 
ing so as to enable the public gen- 
erally to express their feelings, and 
to receive such explanations as 
might be appropriate. We there- 
upon called a public meeting at the 
Hospital on May 29, 1929, and at 
our invitation the Chinese General 
Chamber of Commerce asaociated 
with us as joint conveners of the 
meeting. : ‘ 

Looking in retrospect I feel juati- 
fied in saying that this public 
meeting waa in fact productive of 
much good. The presence of the 
Hon. Dr. R. “H. Kotewall and. tho 
Hon. Dr.-S. W. Ts’o ag‘the repre- 
sentatives of the Chinese enabled 
them to explain to the public the 
measures then contemplated by the 
Government. After a lengthy dis- 
cussion, and particularly after the 
impressive speech by the Hon. Dr. 
Kotewall, the fecellng of deep, dis- 
content, which had. been noticeable 
on the part of some of those who 
attended the mecting, gradually dis- 
appeared, The two Chinese mem- 
bers of Council undertook to inter. 
view His Excellency Sir Cecil 
Clementi on behalf of the meeting, 
as the’ result of which prompt steps 
were taken to give effect to various 
suggestions made. 

‘In order. to ease the burden of the 
Water Authority the Chinese mom- 
bers of Council were authérised by 
His Excellency Sir Cecil Clementi to 
arrange for the. erection of nine 
water-tanks ‘by private enterprise 
on behalf of the Government, A 
small emergency committee was 
formed, consisting . of representa- 
tives of the Chinese General: Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and of the Hos- 
pital, and as the result of their 
efforts the nine tanks were erected 
within one ‘Ww ’'The members of 
this committee : ‘were:—Messrs. Li 
¥ik-mul, Li. Yau-tsun, ‘Chau Yue- 
ting, Leung Pet-yu, Tam Woon- 
tong, Ho Yee-cheong, U Cheuk-sang, 
Ho Ki, Lam, Kau-mow and myself. 

About, this. time, I strongly ‘re- 
presented tothe Hon. Dr. Kotewall

The grave situation was at Inst 
put an end to by the timely and 
heavy rainfalls, Deserving tributes 
to the cheerful and efficient manner 
In which the Chinese community 
had faced the hardships and {ncon- 
yeniences of the water crisis were 
paid by ‘His Excellency Str Cecil 
Clementi, the Hon. the Colonial 
Secretary, the Hon. the Director of 
Public Works and others, at various 
times. As the. Chairman of an 
Institution so intimately connected 
with the poor, I should like to add 
the directors’ sincere and humble 
tribute to the Chinese labouring and 
poor classes for their magnificant 
stoiciam In face of hardships of an 
unprecedented magnitude. 5 


44. Tung Wah Eastern Hospital 
(a) General 
Conatitution of, Executive Body 
The body. responsible for the 
building ‘and completion .of the 
Eastern’ Hospital was not the cur- 
rent Board of Directors of the Tung 
Woah, but a special body of persons, 
which Included the current direc- 
tors. From various minutes 1 
gathered that’ the evolution of the 
executive body . appears to bo as 

follows :— 

In June, 1924, a special committee. 
was formed for dealing with the 
matter. In April, 1925, that com- 
mittee appointed a Building Com- 
mittee and a’ Subscription Commit- 
tee. In June, 1927, another General 
Committee was formed, a large 'ex- 
ecutive committee was appointed, 
and oa detailed constitution. was 


‘passed, .A week later, nt a general 


meeting of this executive committee, 
three separate apeclal committees 
were formed, namely:— 

(1) Plan Committee, © . 

(2) Subscription Committee, and, 

(3) General Committee. 

Meetings =, 

It is now unprofitable to discuss 
whether it might not have been bet- 
ter to have entrusted the task of 
looking after the building and equip 
ment of the Eastern Hospital to the 
current directors instead of diffus- 
ing such responsibility in so many 
bodies. ‘It certainly entailed numer: 
ous formal meetings. No one would 
grudge the time involved in one 
such meetings if they were well 
attended. Unfortunately some of 
them ‘were but poorly attended by | 
the members of these various com- 
mittees, At ono of the meetings 
only ore attended; at one only two; 
at another only three; and at yet 
another only five. Apart:-from the 
meeting called to consider the {m- 
portant question of opening, to 
which I will refer, the greatest at- 
tendance was on the day prior to 
the opening, when seventeen mem- 
bers of the various committees at- 
tended the meoting, There wero 
fourteen meetings called altogether 
in regard to the Eastern Hospital.

Moreover, at 
one of the meetinga of the executive 
body held on January 31, 1929, the 
current directors were definitely 
given the responsibility of making 
arrangements for the formal open- 


‘jing. My colleagues and I, on the 


other hand, consistently took up the 
attitude that, although in accordance 
with the mandates we received, we 
avould have everything In readiness 
for the opening, yet, before actually 
proceeding to open, we would call 
a’genera!l meeting of ‘the various 
bodies, Inchiding the permanent ad- 
visers of the Hospital, for their 
considered views, because wa felt 
that the formal ‘opening, with all its 
financial implications, was a matter 
which required the most serious 
consideration. Accordingly a meet- 
ing was held on August 30, 1929, 
at which all the three Chinese mem- 
bers of Council, in thelr capacitles 
as permanent advisera attended. 
The total number of persona who 
attended, besides tha current direc~ 
tors, numbered 26, which constitutes 
the largest attendance. There wero 
only two speakers, namely, Messrs. 
Wong Ping-suen and Li Hol-tung 
who, I may mention, were two of the 
fourteen ex-chairmen to whom 1 
have referred—who were opposed to 
the opening of the Hospital in 1929, 
and sugweated postponing such 
opening in view of the inadequacy 
of the endowment fund. After the 
Hon. Sir Shou-son Chow, the Hon. 
Dr. R. H. Kotewall, and the Hon. 
Dr. 8. W. Ts'o had explained to the 
meeting that it was the studied 
view of the permanent advisers that 
the Hospital should be opened if the 
directors could give an aasurance’ 
that, upon their handing over their 
dutles to their successors, they 
would hand over a‘sum of at least 
$100,000 after all proper disburse:

With His Excellency's approval | off, 


the speeches made at the Laying of 
the Foundation Stone and at the 
Opening have been printed, and hava 
been hung up in the Eastern Hos: 
pital by way of permanent record. 
In my speech at the Opening I had 
the honour and privilege of refer: 
ring to all those who had contributed 
to the gradual evolution of the 
scheme of having a Hospital in 
Wanchai, and of thanking all thoge 
who had rendered auch valuable 
assistance in connection with the 
work of the Opening. It becomes 
therefore unnecessary for me to 
refer again to .those whose names 
were included in my speech. But I 
must take this opportunity of pay- 
ing a sincere tribute to the 
hard work and loyal co-opera- 
tion of ‘the Staff including 
Dr. M. Wong and Dr. Phoon 
Seck-wah, whose help In connection 
with the Western Medical branch 
was invaluable. Moreover, a work 
of such vast magnitude, including 
the engagement of a staff consisting 
of nearly one hundred members, 
could not have been performed with- 
in the time at our disposal had it 
not been’ for the untiring and devot- 
ed work of my colleagues.

VALUE OF SAIL 
TRAINING. 


SIR W. GARTHWAITE’S TWO 
SCHEMES 


FOR BRITISH BOYS 
A very wide concensus of opinion 
supported Sir William Garthwaite’s 
nroposa! to carry on training 
in sea-going sailing ships, at 


‘fa meeting in Winchester House 


on January 9 Sir Burton 
Chadwick, who was amongst 
a large number of speakers, said 
that the vita) point of the meeting 
was made by Mr. A. J, Villiers, of 
Australia, who pointed out the fact 
that British boys were now finding 
their training in foreign sailing 
owing to the fact that there were no 
British sailing ships owing to the 
fact that there were no British 
sailing ships in which they 
could get that training. After ao 
lengthy expression of views, the fol- 
lowing resolution waa passed un- 
animously:— : 

That in the. opinion of this 
meeting the gailing ship provides the 
best training for young seamen. 
This {9 the view held by other mari- 
time countries which provide sailing 
ship training, and if Great Britain 
is to'maintain her maritime position 
it is essential that ahe should have 
the best scamen, and that it is a. 
matter of urgent national import- 
ance that the project put forward by 
Sir William Garthwaite should be 
earneatly considered, Further, it ia 
suggested that a committee be form- 
ed to deal with the movement ond 
deviso ways and means-to arrange 
for a larger and, more representative 
meeting. 

Captain 8. Jameson Til, MC, 
who presided, introduced the ques- 


‘tion of providing the Empire with 


an ocean-going square-rigged sail- 
ing ship for training purposes. 

Sir William Garthwaite, in relat- 
ing the loss of the Garthpool last 
Novomber in: the ‘Cape— Verde. 
Islands, suggested that the lights in 
the channels of those islands, ad- 
ministered by the Portuguese, were 
not very well carried out, but by the 
skill and courage of the master and 
crew, the ship was run on the rocks, 
and all_ were saved, instead of a 
tragic Toss of life and property. 
There had been 'n question of jron 
in the rocks at that point that put 
the compasses, wrong. The Garth- 
pool was the last of the glorious 
fleet of British sailing ships, and it 
was for the public to say whether 
she should have a successor. 


Two Schemes Suggested 


After paying a tribute to the set 
‘training provided by Messra, Devit 
and Moore at Pangbourne and on 
the Conway and Worcester,. Sir 
WilHam said it was impossible to 
make profits out of a sailing ship, 
but sailing ships could be used as a 
very cheap warchouse, and he hoped 
the Hiner companies would realise 
that. He had two schemes to put 


before them, the first'‘which he called |. 


an ambitious’ scheme, involved 
£50,000 for the ship which would 
carry 60 cadets; that ship would 
make an annual loss of about £4,000; 
tha endets would pay £50 2 year 
each, and an endowment ‘polley of 
from £25,000 to £50, 000 would cover, 
the loss. . 

The second scheme was to pur- 
chase a second hand sailing ship 
carrying 8,000 tons deadweight and 
20 cadets that would cost about 
£10,000, and the annual loss would 


_| be about. £2,000 but. again, the loss |: 


could not be covered by an endow- 
ment policy. A few years ‘ago lt 
would have been- easy to find the 
money, but.“to-day the Iner oom- 
panies refused, saying they had 
their own schemes for training op- 
prentices. Training in sail was an 
advantage, but there was: not one 


' {interested in-sh{pping ‘wha seemed 


prepared to pay for that advantage.

Merchant Navy, and unless some- 
thing was done soon there would be 
a serious shortage In the service. 
He appealed - to tha Chamber of 
Shipping and the Shipping Federa- 
tion to take the matter up. . 

Captain Selwyn Day. drew atten- 
tion to sail training in Germany and 
the winning of the Blue Riband of 
the Atlantic by the Bromen. He 
argued that the sailing ship was a 
great eliminating machine, only the 
really good sailors got through the 
test. 

Captain Golding, of Trinity 
House, and Captain Bates, of the 
Board of Trade, aupported the 
scheme, ‘and so did Mr. Thomas 
Scott, secretary of the Conway, Mr. 
Stafford for the Worcester and Mr, 
Frank Shaw, . 

Mr.. W. H, Coombs, for ‘the Of}- 
cers’ Federation, thought that if the 
country coyld, not provide gall train. 
ing, members‘ of the Merchant Navy 
would do it themselves. 

Captaln Lockwood, a representa- 
tive of British Tankers, Ltd., struck 
a note of disagreement by saying 
this was a mechanical age, modern 
officera needed modern tralning, and 
the sailing ship was ‘not necessary 
for this training. All their young 
Men were trained: on their ships 
and were perfeetly aatisfactory.

PLEA FOR ‘DEPORTATION 
New York, Yesterday. 

The Commissioner of Policc, Mr. 
Whalen, recently addressing the League 
of Political Education, declared that 
his secret service men had Joined the 
Communist Party and were closely 
watching and forestalling the move- 
ments of the “Reds.” 

There were 9,567 Communists, 
mostly propagandists and agitators, in 
New York City, many nol United 
States citizens, and only twenty-five 
per cent. able to speak English. 

Many alicn “Reds” had already been 
deported, including allens released from 
prison, ° 

Following Mr. Whalen’s revelations 
the Chamber of Commerce has launched 
acampaign for the deportation of alicn 
Communists, on the ground that thelr 
activitics are detrimental to business 
prosperity.

VALUING THE ZOO | 


The Rarest Animals in 
London 


The Curators at “ht the Zoo recently 
completed the task of stock- 
taking and valuing the animals in 
the collection in preparation for 
the annual audit in February. 
Last year the collection was valu- 
ed at £35,916, but only animals ac. 
tually owned by the Society are 
included. Many valuable creatures, 
as, for instance, the Komodo 
dragons, are on deposit and remain 
the property of 
though they will probably never be 
taken away. 

Valuation is not easy except that 
of animals frequently jmported and 
sold to private persolis as well as 
to zoological gardens, Many mam- 
mals, birds, reptiles, and fishes 
have a market value more or less 
defined,,, varying for 
species with the sex, age, condi- 


‘tion, and demand and supply. But 


there are : fluctuations, sometimes 
unexpected. A few years aga blue 
budgerigars fetchad -as much as 
£100 a pair, and the prices of the 
common yellow and green varieties 
rose ‘to several pounds; if the 
prices. had been maintained tha 
present stock in the Zoo’s aviaries 
would now be worth several thou- 
sand pounds. But they have bred 
freely in many collections, andthe 
blue ones are worth ‘only one or 
two pounds, the others a few 
shillings a pair. B 

The purchase price is often not 
a safe guide to the present value 
even of animals which can be im- 
ported without. much difficulty. 
Cape penguins and European flam- 
ingoes, for instance, could general- 
ly be imported for about £10 each, 
but many of them arrive infected 
with myeosis and do not: live long. 
Those that survive six months or 
a year are hardy and likely to live 
almost. indefinitely, and therefore 
have a’ greatly increased value. 
The commoner kinds of cranes and 
storks are hardy from the begin- 
ning and live long; if undamaged 
they can be valted almost at cost 
price, Similar contrasts are found 
in the case of mammals. Young 
common seals when caught are 
worth little more than the cost of 
railway carriage, but are extreme- 
ly difficult to get to feed and seldom 
thrive if forcibly fed. Once thia 
stage is over they do well and In- 
crease in value, But Californian 
and Capse-sea-lions are to manage 
and can be valued at cost . price 
with allowance for size and sex, 
and possibly a drawback when an 
individual, as sometimes happens 
in a persistent and *clamorous 
roarer,

’ CLUB OFFICIALS FINED 


Summonses under the Gaming Ordin- 
anco were heard by Mr. R. E. Lindgell, 
at the Contral Magistracy yesterday, 
tho defendants being the Chung Shing 
Benevolent Society (represented by 
Mr, Lau Yuk-wan, chairman), and tho 
Suilamesc Association (represented by 
Mr, Chau Ngan-ting, manager): Thoy 
were alleged to have kept common gam- 
ing houses for the purposes of running 
sweepstakes on the annual race meet- 
ing of the Hong Kong Jockey Club. 
Tho first named defendant was further 
charged with the possession for sale of 
a number of sweepstake tickets. 

Mr. Lau was defended by Mr. E. 
Davidson, whilst Mr G. S. Hugh 
Jones appeared for Mr. Chav. The. 
prosecution was conducted by Mr, T. H. 
King, Director of Criminal Intelligence 

Mr. Davidson submitted that the 
matter. was one in which a nominal 
fine would be adequate. 

He said that the Chung Shing Bene- 
volent “Society’a sweepstake waa com- 
menced ot the end of last year in the: 
same way as sweepstakes were under 
taken by many other Clubs, on tho 
terms laid down, by jnstruction of tho 
Captain Superintendent of Police ini 
1028, to the effect that sweepstakes 
would not be interfered with where a 
deduction of not more than 10 per cent. | 
was made for running expenses and 
that: the total proceeds above that de- 
duction was devoted to prizes, 

Mr. King said: “At the outset I may 
say that in neither case the Police aro 
asking you to impose an exemplary or 
heavy penalty. But I must point out 
that the Pollee regard the Chung Shing 
Society as the worse of the two. First 
of all, it‘is not at all permissible for 
ony socicty or Club to run sweepstakes 
on the Derby or any other race even in 
conformity with certain conditions 
which the Police havo stated. 

“But in November, 1928, the Chair- 
man of the same Society wrote to the 
C.S.P., asking permission to run sweep- 
stakes on the Derby in order to raiso 
funds for charitable purposes and also 
to find part of the revenue for the up- 
keep of the Club. A reply was sent by 
the C.S.P. informing him of the posl- 
tion, Part of that letter . reads an 


I regret that as this form of- 
aweepstake is among those prohibit. ' 
ed and to which attention has been 
drawn in the Press aa being prohibit- 
ed, pormission to run the sweepstaka 
cannot be granted, -

WIRELESS IN INDIA 


Broadcasting Company 
“Passes Out” 


The news of the impending liqui- 
dation of the Indian Broadcasting 
Company, and of the implied forth. 
coming cessation of the wireless 
programme, however poor their 
quality, to which thousands of 
people have become accustomed, 
has caused widespread disappoint 
ment in the country, asaya the 
Allahabad Bloneer. The people 
hit are the dealers 
in wireless sets - and accessories, 
they find themselves left with vasl 
amounts of stock, whose value has 
been estimated’ at twenty lakhs of 
rupees, on their hands. For this 
tragi¢ state of affairs, they havo 
largely themselves to blame, for 
to: co-operate with 
the Company in the policy sug- 
gested by the latter, that of only 
selling wireless equipment to ‘cus- 
tomers who could produce receiv 
ing Heences, Of course, it may be 
argued that it was no part of a 
dealer’s job to act that the public 
took out licences, but had they 
been willing to: aupport the Com- 
pany on. whose operation they de- 
pended for ‘thelr sales, it js ‘unlikely 
that they would be ‘where they are 
to-day. It {s certain that one ot 
the chief contributing factors to 
the failure of the Company to earn 
an adequate revenue was the large 
number of “pirates” who declined 
to take out licences. In a country 
of big distances !ike India, there 
can be no satisfactory system of 
supervision of wireless sets such as 
there ‘is if Britain, where the 
“pirate”. is 2 rare exception. How- 
ever, the matter cannot be allow- 
ed to reat where it is, In every 


other country, broadcasting is ad- 


vaneing by leaps and bounds. India 
cannot afford to -be «an exception,’ 
for it is here ‘that the educative in:

CONTROL OF RADIO 
APPARATUS - 


TO PREVENT LEAKAGE OF 
MILITARY INFORMATION 


EXPORTERS WARNED 


Canton, Yesterday. 
In order to prevent the leakage 
of military information to the re- 
bels, the following regulations con- 
cerning the import of radio appara- 
tuges have been promulgated by the 
8th Route Genera! Headquarters :-— 


Temporary regulations govern- 
ing the import of rad{o apparatuses 
during war period: 


1, That all matters relative, to 
the import, the establishment, and 
‘the use of radio apparatuses be 
placed under the National Gov- 
ernment Radio Regulations. 


2, That according to the 13th 
clause of the Government Radio 
Regulations, the present regula- 
tions be enforted during the war 
period, 


3, That, unless for Government 

_ use, the import of radio appara- 

tuses by private owners be sub- 

jected to the following condi- 
tions:— . 


A, That on the arrival of such 
apparatuses, Government passes 
should be produced, and an officer 
sent by the Headquarters, co- 
,operating with customs officers, 
wwould Inspect the goods before 

+ removal. 


B. That the aforesaid appara- 
tuses, if intended for amuse- 
ment, should be limited to a wave- 
length of 600 metres and not be 

- permitted to transmit messages 
nor to take delivery except on 
the production of a permit by the 
Headquarters, 


C, That during the war period, 


in case of necessity, radio appara- 
tuses may be ordered to stop 
operating or bought up by the 
authorities. 


D. That private radio instru, 
ments, if found obstructive to 
‘military communnications, may 
be confiscated or the owners or- 
dered by the Government to make 
changes in the instruments. 

__ E, That the installation of’such
